Condition of Business and the Latest 
Features of Southern Progress 
Summarized, 


The encouraging condition of business 
and the extent of its revival in the South 
are shown by the bank clearings of several 
Southern cities, notably Birmingham, 
Louisville, Memphis and Jacksonville. At 
the three cities last named the increase for 
the week ending August 25 was 202, 189 


and 90 per cent., respectively, over the 
corresponding week of 1893, while at Bir- 
mingham the clearings increased over 400 
per cent., indicating to what an extent 
manufacturing industries are being affected.

GREAT SOURCES OF PROFIT. 


Baltimore's Exposition Will, it is Estimated, Bring 
$20,000,000 to that City at a Cost of $5,000,- 
000—How Conventions Benefit Cities in 
Money and Advertising—Some Re- 
markable Figures. 


The South is about to be extensively ad- 
vertised by several expositions. The most 
important is the Baltimore Centennial, 
which is to last from May 15 to November 
15, 1897. The Cotton States and Interna- 
tional Exposition at Atlanta will probably 
eclipse anything of the kind ever held thus 
far in the Southern States. The Macon In- 
terstate Fair promises to attract many vis- 
itors from distant States, while the Nash- 
ville Exposition in 1896 is projected ona 
scale that promises to make it of great 
value to the South. 

People in a general way know that con-

‘advertise the town” and ‘‘bring money” 
into it, but not one in a thousand has the 
slightest conception of the advantages of

But this is not all. The indirect benefit 
which the city received it is difficult to 
estimate. Out of over 20,000 daily and 
weekly papers in the United States and 
Canada, it is safe to say that Washington 
received a free advertisement in at least 
10,000 weeklies and 2000 dailies. Esti- 
mating this on the lowest basis of advertis- 
ng rates, we have the following:

Unfortunately the 
work which he and others have for years 
sought to accomplish has been successful 
only in part. It is true that the South has 
made progress that is little less than mar- 
velous. The world stands amazed at what 
a section so apparently hopelessly bank- 
rupt a quarter of a century ago has accom- 
plished within the last ten years. But 
this has been done very largely by 
the capital and the energy of the people 
of the South. It is only within the 
last twelve months that the tide of popula- 
tion has commenced to move southward. 
That section, so long misunderstood and so 
persistently maligned by a few South-haters, 
is now becoming universally recognized as 
the most inviting field in the world for 
capital and for settlers. The surplus 
energy and capital of the North and West 
can find in the South a field for their most 
profitable employment. During all of the 
recent labor troubles the South has moved 
steadily along its way, demonstrating to 
the world the soundness of its political 
conditions, just as during the severe finan- 
cial depression of last year it demonstrated 
the soundness of its financial interests. 
Possessing, in round numbers, 500,000,000 
acres of land that can be made susceptible 
of cultivation, only one-fifth of which is 
now tilled, the South can easily support a 
population greater than that of the entire 
country at present. The abundance and 
proximity of its coal and iron ore enable it 
to produce pig iron at a lower cost than 
any other country in the world. It has 
more than one-half of all the standing tim- 
ber in the United States; it raises 60 per 
cent. of the world’s cotton crop; its soil 
can be made to yield every variety of agri- 
cultural products. Nature has so blessed 
it that the cost of living must of necessity 
forever be less than in other sections. 
With these and other advantages so great 
that the mind is amazed as one attempts to 
study the conditions of the South, this sec- 
tion is ready to receive the surplus labor 
now vainly seeking employment in sections 
that have been developed more rapidly 
than their natural conditions would justify. 
With the southward trend of population 
and capital there will come a readjustment 
of all the business interests of our coun- 
try, more healthful because a more uniform 
growth, and with returning prosperity, 
largely due to the development of the 
South, much of the unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion that we now see will pass away. 

Whatever may be the outcome of the 
war between China and Japan, it is almost 
certain that it will result in the opening up 
of the whole East to a broader plane of 
civilization than now exists. China, with 
its teeming millions, will be stimulated 
into activity unknown to that country be- 
fore in the building of railroads and the 
opening up of its great coal and iron-ore 
resources, and for many years to come Asia 
will in all probability be the centre of in- 
dustrial and business activity far greater 
than we can now dare attempt to forecast. 
The construction of the Nicaragua Canal 
will open to the mercantile, manufacturing 
and agricultural interests of this country 
the trade and commerce of 800,000,000 
people from whom we are now almost shut 
out. 

Instead of having reached the limit of 
our growth, our country has merely taken 
a good start in building the foundation for 
its future. Instead of going backward, we 
shall move forward with a firmer tread and 
with more giant strides than the world has 
yet seen in this or any other land.

A big feature is to be a colossal exhibit 
of tobacco, the second United States staple, 
with $500,000,000 business, $35,000,000 of 
foreign trade and $10,000,000 revenue, and 
on September 20 there will be a great gath- 
ering of tobacco men in Atlanta to organ- 
ize it.

VANDERBILT RAILROADS SOUTH, 


What It Means for Southern <Ad- 


vancement, 


Will the Vanderbilts have a new trunk 
line into New York, traversing the South 
from the Mississippi river ? 

The present operations in Southern rail- 
road circles seem to answer that question 
in the affirmative. 

During the past six months the work of 
Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co, in reorgan- 
izing the Richmond Terminal system into 
the Southern Railway Co, has been a 
familiar theme to readers of the MANUFAC- 
TURERS’ Kecorw and the daily press. The 
methods employed and the manner in 
which the plans were carried out have all 
been published in detail, and now the new 
combination of roads is in successful ope- 
ration and making large earnings over 
expenses. 

What does the entrance of Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co, into the Southern railroad field 
on so gigantic a scale mean for that section ? 
is a question of public interest just now. 
It is not enough to simply say that that 
firm is one of the world’s greatest banking 


institutions. It is more than that. It 
represents what is probably the greatest 
combination of financial and_ railroad 


power and constructive, rather than de- 
structive, influences in the financial world, 
It represents the Vanderbilt interests in 
finances. Its following is 
world-wide. It is known as an upbuilding 
power, rather than one that profits by 
wrecking. Ilence the enormous opera- 
tions of Drexel, Morgan & Co. in connec- 
tion with Southern railways mean the con- 
centration upon Southern advancement of 


railroads and

cial and railroad interests of this country, 
with a foreign influence as strong as its 
American influence. Consequently, men 
who study the inner workings of Wall 
street are accustomed to regard the control 
of securities by this banking-house as of 
the highest importance to the corporation 
represented by the securities. In proof of 
this statement may be cited the work of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. in handling the 
Chesapeake & Ohio_and placing that sys- 
tem on a firm financial basis. 

It. is, therefore, not surprising to learn, 
as the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD does, that 
on one day recently $3,000,000 of Rich- 
mond Terminal securities were transferred 
to the Vanderbilts and their associates, 
$1,000,000 of stock passing direct to the 
Vanderbilts. 

Including the Southern Railway, a glance 
at the map will show how extensive are the 
Vanderbilt interests in the South. Their 
lines now reach tidewater ports at West 
Point, on Chesapeake bay, Newport News, 
Va., and Brunswick, Ga., (one terminus of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia), 
and the Mississippi river at Greenville. 
Among the important towns in the South 
reached by their lines are the following: 
Alexandria, Charlottesville, Richmond, 
Newport News, Lynchburg, Danville and 
Staunton, Va,; Charleston and White Sul- 
phur Springs, W. Va.; Durham, Hender- 
son, Wilkesboro, Kaleigh, Salisbury, Win- 
ston-Salem, Greensboro, Goldsboro, Ashe- 
ville, Charlotte mM Sas 
Columbia, Greenville, Spartanburg, Abbe- 
ville and Chester, S. C.; Augusta, Atlanta, 
Athens and Macon, Ga.; Birmingham.and 
Anniston, Ala.; Columbus and Greenville, 
Miss.; Memphis, Chattanooga and Knox- 
ville, Tenn. ; Louisville and Lexington, Ky.

And to obtain an entrance to New York 
and Philadelphia for the business of this 
7000 miles and over of road the owners are 
obliged to pay trackage or make an agree- 
ment with the Pennsylvania or Baltimore & 
Ohio. As an illustration, the Chesapeake 
& Ohio runs a solid train between Jersey 
City and Cincinnati. From Alexandria, 
Va., to Jersey City it is compelled to pay 
for the use of another company’s (Pennsyl- 
vania) tracks, At present the Vanderbilt 
lines are ‘‘bottled up,” so to speak, on the 
north at the Potomac river. 

This is the situation, but the indications 
are that it will not continue long. The 
New York Central and West Shore give the 
Vanderbilts an entrance to New York for 
their Western roads, but how can they get 
an outlet for the Southern ones ? 

The answer is simple. Through the 
Baltimore & Ohio, Reading and Jersey 
Central, all rival lines to their greatest 
competitor—the Pennsylvania, 

Several movements in railway circles tend 
to confirm this theory. To begin with, the 
Baltimore & Ohio is now building a line from 
its present Washington terminus through 
Georgetown, D. C., and across the Potomac 
to a point in Virginia near Alexandria, the 
present actual terminus of the Southern 
road, which is also the actual terminus of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio, the latter using the 
Virginia Midland branch of the Southern 
Railway from Gordonsville to Alexandria, 
A mile or two of track will connect the 
Baltimore & Ohio with the other, giving the 
two lines an entrance to Washington and 
Baltimore independent of the Pennsylvania, 
over which tracks they now enter the city. 

Another point is this: For some time 
past Reading stock, which has been as low 
as fifteen in the market, has been steadily 
purchased by unknown parties until brokers 
state that the supply is comparatively scarce, 
The reorganization

Baltimore nearly completed, thus giving 
the company stations in the upper and 
lower parts of the city, and with other 
almost as important improvements about 
finished, the Baltimore & Ohio's prospects 
were never brighter for increasing its pas- 
senger and freight business to the North, 
while it will have exceptional facilities for 
making fast time by the new all-rail route. 
As the Jersey Central depends almost en- 
tirely for its share of the Southern business 
on the Baltimore & Ohio and Reading, the 
Vanderbilts, in case they controlled the 
other two roads, have it in their power to 
make close traflic arrangements.

Such is an outline of what may come 
about in railroad manipulation within a 
year or so. The scheme is so elaborate 
that at first one can scarcely comprehend 
it, but by close study of the geographical 
position and of the present situation so far 
as developed, it will be seen that the Van- 
derbilts, in linking together this chain of 
Southern roads with an independent route 
to the Northern seaboard, have an unpar- 
alleled opportunity to control a large part 
of the transportation business of the south 
Atlantic and gulf States. 

In this connection the report is made 
public that the Walhalla, S. C., division of 
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the Southern may soon be extended to 
Knoxville, Tenn., and that the Southern 
Company, by connecting it to the Port 
Royal & Western Carolina and securing 
control of the latter, will have a through 
route from Knoxville to tidewater at l’ort 
Royal, 5. C. About thirty miles of the 
line was once graded, and is said to be in 
good condition for ties and rails. This 
line would run through a natural gap in 
the mountains, giving it a remarkably 
good grade from Knoxville to tidewater, 
This is but one of many indications that a 
master hand is manipulating this great 
property. 

The Vanderbilts have placed their faith 
and money in the South, and the millions 
they have invested in this section means 
the investment of many millions by others 
who follow their lead. 

Since the above matter was written a 
dispatch from Chattanooga, Tenn., has 
been published in the daily press to the 
effect that the Times, of that city, has in- 
formation that the great European banking- 
house of Rothschilds is allied with the 
Vanderbilts in the control of Southern 
lines. There are many reasons for believ- 
ing this to be true, as J. S. Morgan & Co., 
of London, and Drexel, Morgan & Co, are 
closely allied with the Rothschilds, and it 
only goes to show that the possibilities of 
the South have attracted the attention of 
the world’s greatest financial concerns. 


Revival of Steamship Trade. 





Several Southern papers have recently 
published reports that the Clyde Steamship 
Co, intended dropping Charleston, S. C., 
as a port of call between Jacksonville and 
the North, owing to lack of business. 
Investigation shows the contrary to be the 
case, as is indicated by the following letter:

Editor Manufacturers’ Record: 

Respecting schedule of Clyde steamships 
between Charleston and Jacksonville, we 
beg to enclose you New York line schedule, 
which is the same as we have been running 
for years, viz: New York, Charleston and 
Jacksonville, returning from Jacksonville 
via Charleston to New York. During the 
orange season the steamer leaving Jack- 
sonville Sundays goes to New York direct, 
without calling at Charleston, we placing an 
extra steamer on the line running between 
Charleston and New York only, thus giving 
both Charleston and Jacksonville regular 
tri-weekly service with New York. The 
rumors referred to have probably arisen 
from the fact that we have re-established 
the line which we ran for over twenty 
years between Philadelphia and Charleston, 
extending the service to Jacksonville also. 
These steamers will call at Charleston, 
except during the orange season, when 
they will sail from Jacksonville direct for 
Philadelphia.

Saving Power on Electric Roads. 





Readers of the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD 
are familiar with the fact that the return 
electric current used for motive power and 
lighting in towns and cities frequently 
uses water-pipes and other underground 
conduits as conductors, producing electro- 
lysis, which corrodes the metal and causes 
great damage. The Memphis Street Rail- 
way Co. has been laying a line of old rails 
wired together as a return circuit for its 
current with a very gratifying result. The 
circuit prevented so much of the power 
current from becoming wasted that the 
generating power was greatly reduced, thus 
saving, it is claimed, $600 in one month to 
the company for fuel alone, to say nothing 
of the saving of the water-pipes and other 
conduits. This question of electrolysis is 
becoming a serious one in many Southern 
cities, and the Memphis mode of avoiding 
it is worth studying. 





NEW RAILWAYS IN ALABAMA, 


New York and English Capitalists to 
Complete Two Lines. 


The MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD learns, 
on excellent authority, that New York and 
English capitalists are now planning to com- 
plete two of the most important Southern 
roads, which will necessitate the construc- 
tion of sixty miles of line in Alabama, and 
add greatly to the importance of Birming- 
ham as a shipping and manufacturing 
centre. 

General Manager Ball, of the East & 
West Kailroad of Alabama, has been over 
the road with Wayland Trask, of the prom- 
inent New York banking-house of that 
name, and other Northern capitalists, ar- 
ranging to extend it from its present termi- 
nus, Pell City, to Birmingham. This line 
was bought in by Eugene Kelly, of New 
York, a little over a year ago for the bond- 
holders. It extends from Cartersville, Ga., 
118 miles, through one of the richest brown- 
ore and bauxite (aluminum ore) sections of 
the South, which, by the extension of 
twenty miles, will be made directly ac- 
cessible to Birmingham. It will also tend to 
develop several towns on the route, includ- 
ing Jacksonville, which is in the centre of 
the bauxite region. 

Surveys are now being made for the 
completion of the Birmingham, Sheffield & 
Tennessee River road from Parrish Junc- 
tion to Birmingham, forty miles. Phila- 
delphia and English capitalists are inter- 
ested in the line, of which E. A. Hopkins 
is receiver. Several of the foreign bond- 
holders are now in this country, and it is 
stated that they have agreed to its comple- 
tion at once. 


An Interesting Project. 





A railroad enterprise that provokes some 
interesting speculation the Arkansas 
Southern, which is being rapidly constructed 
from Eldorado, Ark., in a southern direc- 
tion. The project, while being carried out 
by a distinct company, will virtually be an 
extension of the Camden & Eldorado 
branch of the Missouri Pacificsystem. The 
company proposes building a railroad from 
Eldorado to Alexandria, La., a distance of 
125 miles, opening up a country rich in 
agricultural and timber resources and with- 
out railroad facilities. At Alexandria is 
the Northern terminus of the Kansas City, 
Watkins & Gulf. This road extends from 
Alexandria to a point ten miles below Lake 
Charles, and but a short distance remains 
to be built to carry it to deep water at 
Calcasieu Pass. The Kansas City, Wat- 
kins & Gulf is designed to become part of 
a new north and south trunk line through 
Louisiana to Chicago and the Northwest. 
At present northern terminus 
Alexandria, and the building of the Arkan- 
sas Southern to that point offers it a new 
connection over the Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem into Northwestern territory. The con- 
summation of such an arrangement would 
mean the building of a new deep-water 
port on the gulf, with the possibility of 
being made an outlet for the Missouri I’a- 
cific system. The Arkansas Southern is 
being built by a company of which C. FE. 
Neeley, of Arkadelphia, Ark., is president; 
J. B. Moore, vice-president; R. N. Garrett, 
treasurer, and D, E. Armstrong, secretary.

Two Important Reorganizations. 


Two more Southern railroads in which 
Baltimore capitalists are extensively inter- 
ested are about to be sold under foreclos- 
ure proceedings and reorganized. They 
are the Savannah, Americus & Montgomery 
and the Georgia Southern & Florida, The 
first-named road now extends through from 
Lyons, Ga., across the southern part of the 
State, terminating at Montgomery. It has 
practically no eastern terminus, but it is 
generally understood that the bondholders 
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will extend it to Savannah, sixty miles dis- 
tant, and thus be independent of the 
Georgia Central, over which the road at 
present has its only outlet to the seaboard. 
This will give Savannah and Montgomery 


a direct line, and possibly make the Savan- | 


nah, .\mericus & Montgomery a part of the 
Louisville & Nashville, and enable that 
system to enter Savannah. The Savannah, 
Americus & Montgomery connects with the 
Louisville & Nashville at Montgomery. 

The bondholders of the Georgia South- 
ern & Florida are now awaiting a decree 
from the court to sell the road, as the last 
decision is in their favor. Mr. W. Check- 
ley Shaw, of the Baltimore bondholders’ 
committee, informs a representative of the 
MAN! FACTURERS’ REcorD that if it is bid 
in by the bondholders, they will place it in 


the best possible condition and operate it 
for the best interests of the section it 
traverses. No one has as yet been men- 
tioned for the presidency. Mr. Shaw 
states that Mr. Sparks, the present re- 
ceiver, may be retained in another ca- 


pacity by the new company. The Georgia 
Southern & Florida extends from Macon, 
Ga., to Palatka, Fla, It runs through a 
very fertile country, the resources of which 
have been fully described in the MANUFAC- 
rukEkS’ Recorp, Mr, Shaw states that 
the Baltimore capitalists consider it a very 
valuable piece of property.

THe gins and cottonseed-oil mills at 
Goliad, Texas, are both running, the latter 
night and day, causing quite an active 
business in the town and vicinity. 

RECEIPTS of cottonseed at Elgin so far 
this season are very light, as the price is 
only $6.50 per ton—so far below last year's 
figures that farmers will not offer their seed 
for sale. 

Two cottonseed warehouses are being 
built at Bertram, Texas, one for the Mer- 
chants and Planters’ Oil Mills, of Houston, 
and the other for the Austin Oil Manufac- 
turing Co., of Austin. 

Ir is stated that the Consumers’ Cotton- 
seed Oil Co., at Little Rock, Ark., has 
purchased the steamer U. K. Riggs from 
Huling Bros., of Pittsburg, who will de- 
liver the boat at Memphis. The boat will 
be used exclusively in the cottonseed busi- 
ness of the Consumers’ oil mill. 

THE streets of Caldwell, Texas, were 
crowded with wagons last week loaded 
with cottonseed from the Brazos bottom. 
Planters have pooled their products and 
want the best bids. Four or five agents of 
oil mills have bid to their limit, but seed 
producers are firm in their views and will 
hold their seed for outside figures. 

A CIRCULAR has been issued calling on 
the farmers of Alvaredo county, Texas, to 
meet at the City Hall on the 1st of Septem- 
ber. The meeting, it is stated, is for the 
purpose of discussing the question of hold- 
ing their seed for a fair price. The cotton- 
oil mills are reported as having held a 
meeting and set the price for the season 
at $6.00. 

A SPECIAL from Dallas, Texas, states 
that Mr. C. F. Carter, in an interview, 
said: ‘‘The object of the recent meeting 
of the cottonseed-oil men was to discuss 
insurance matters and had nothing to do 
with regulating the price of seed.

THE market for cottonseed products in 
New Orleans is steady and unchanged as 
to quotations, It is yet too early in the 
season to say anything definite as to the 
market, it having just about taken shape. 
The season just closed has been a most 
unsatisfactory one in many respects, a few 
mills having done well, while a large ma- 
jority did a poor business, Active compe- 
tition on the part of crushers advanced the 
price of seed to a point where there was 
no profit in manipulation, The crush of 
seed amounted to about 95,000 tons, but 
the yield of oil was less, averaging only

Whereas, It appears that there has been a com- 
bine formed between the four great cotton-oil- 
mill companies of Texas, these mills being located 
in Houston, for the avowed purpose of buying 
the present crop of cottonseed at a price far be- 
low what the farmers are able to take for it and 
far below its real value; therefore, be it resolved 

1. That we, the farmers of Kossee and vicinity, 
solemnly promise each other and do earnestly 
recommend the farmers throughout Texas to use 
all diligence and legitimate means to hold their 
cottonseed until satisfactory prices are realized. 

2. We recommend the farmers and merchants 
throughout Texas to co-operate with us in this 
move by calling mass-meetings and organizing in 
every community in the cotton region. 

3. We most earnestly recommend that those 
farmers who are compelled to sell their seed at 
the present low price, to sell it to our home mills, 
which have been instrumental in bringing about 
better prices heretofore. 

4. That we will hold our seed and agree not to 
sell the same for a less price than $10.00 a ton.

Statistics of Consumption, Exports 
and Stocks—Over 2,500,000 Spin- 
dies Avallable In the South, 


With the close of August ended the 
cotton year, and interest centres on the 
results of the season. The annual resume 
of Henry G, Hester, secretary of the New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange, has been issued 
and develops some instructive facts. Char- 
acterized by painstaking research and

increase over the crop of 1892-93 of 849,- 
452 bales, and a decrease from that of 
1891-92 of 1,485,562 bales. The average 
commercial value of the crop was $37.50 
per bale, against $42.50 last year and 
‘$37.50 in 1891-92, and the total value 
$283,118,000, against $284,750,000 last 
year and $338,812,000 the year before. 
The important fact is developed that while 
the output of the past year has been 849,- 
452 bales in excess of the year before, its 
commercial value is $1,632,000 less. A 
consideration, however, not to be overlooked 
is the excellent figures obtained from the 
sale of seed to oil mills and the raising of 
the crop on reduced expenditure, which in 
a measure offset the low price of cotton 
prevailing during the season. The greater 
attention giving to raising food crops by 
the planters lessened the effect of cotton 
selling at an average of seven and a-half 
cents a pound for middling.

The returns for cotton consumption re- 
flects the general depression and hesitation 
due to the delays and uncertainties of 
tariff legislation. For the first time since 
the war a set-back to the industry in the 
South is to be recorded. Instead of an in- 
crease of 37,000 bales, which, with anything 
like last year’s trade, would have resulted 
from bringing into full play the new spin- 
dles added at the close of last year and the 
early part of the present season, Southern 
consumption has fallen of 25,333 bales. 
Proportionately Northern mills show a 
greater decrease. Their takings were re- 
duced 86,113 bales. The total takings for 
consumption in the United States aggre- 
gated 2,319,688 bales. Of this amount 
Northern mills took 1,601,173 bales, and 
Southern mills 718,515. 

The percentage of decrease in consump- 
tion, therefore, appears 3.5 per cent. for 
Southern mills and 5.7 per cent. for North- 


may 





ern mills, 

Seven out of twelve Southern States show 
a decrease. They are: Georgia, 18,121 
bales; Louisiana, 839 bales; Mississippi, 
1794 bales; Missouri, 1085 bales; North 
Carolina, 7629 bales; Tennessee, 8594 bales, 
and Texas, 2274 bales. Those reporting 
an increased consumption are: Alabama, 
4370bales; Arkansas, 433 bales; Kentucky, 
3300 bales; South Carolina, 5975 bales, and 
Virginia, 925 bales. The aggregate loss 
was 40,336; gains, 15,003; net loss, 25,333 
bales. 

This year’s totals of consumption in the 
South include new mills with 93,788 spin- 
dles, and although some of them were not 
brought into full service, they worked up 
20,209 bales of raw cotton. Deducting this 
amount would leave as the consumption of 
the old mills 698,306 bales, against 743,848 
bales last year, a falling off in the con- 
sumption of old mills of 45,542 bales. The 
average consumption per spindle for the 
past year in Southern mills has been 147.60 
pounds, In 1892-93 it was 160.30 and the 
year before 160.60. A decrease per spindle 
of 12.70 pounds is thus shown by the year 
just closed over the preceding year and of 
thirteen pounds over 1891-92. At the same 
rate as last year (that is 160.30 pounds) the 
consumption this year should have been 
28,908,000 pounds, equal to 62,000 bales, 
greater than it has been, or to state it more 
plainly:

This represents the actual loss of busi- 
ness by Southern mills. The decrease has 
been greatest in Georgia, North Carolina 
and Tennessee, the drop in the latter hav- 
ing been over 25 per cent. In Georgia, 
where the difference has been most marked, 
in addition to the mills reported idle all 
the season, 160,000 spindles of mills in 
operation have been stopped for periods of 
from one to eight months, equaling a loss 
of 66,000 spindles for an entire year, 
North Carolina had 272,000 spindles affected 
similarly, the loss equaling 74,000 for the 
entire year. This State, however, did not 
suffer so much as Georgia in loss of total 
consumption, owing to the fact that its 
aggregate spindles were increased 52, 
over last season. 

This indicates the extent of the year’s 
depression. Normal conditions are rapidly 
displacing bad times, and not only is there 
room for adding the 62,000 bales above 
mentioned to the total consumption of 
now under construction and those idle that 
could go into operation with a proper ac- 
tivity of demand would further augment 
this additional consumption.

The effort, therefore, has been to secure 
dispatch for vessels approaching that ob- 
tained in the ore trade, where ships of 3000 
to 3500 tons are loaded in a few hours, and 
at the same time avoid loss in the commer- 
cial value of the coal by overcoming, as far 
as possible, the breakage referred to. A 
machine that, in the opinipn of coal-ship- 
pers generally, seems to meef these require- 
ments has been constructed and is illus- 
trated herewith.
